Jnioii  F^oeiety.  Avas  originated  in  Philadelphia,  in  1879,  fourteen 


years  ago.  being  by  nearly  ftmr  years  the  oldest  Indian  Assoeia-. 


^ tion  in  the  country.  It  began  the  popular  agitation  iov  lands 
III  scrcralfi/  and  citizenship  for  Indians  by  its  third  annual  petition, 
that  of  Decemlier,  ISSl.  and  these  ^yere  granted  in  the  Dawes 
Se^■eralty  Bill,  in  1SS7. 

The  Assoeiati(ni  has  eleven  departments  of  practical  work  ; has 
originated  thirty-one  missions  in  tribes  previously  without  them, 
while  forty  more  are  still  needed.  It  has  built  houses  by  loans, 
l)lacing  thus  about  one  hundred  Indians,  and  these  loans  are  being 
honestly  repaid.  It  has  given,  or  hel])ed  to  give,  special  education 
to  bright  Indians,  litting  them  to  become  phj^sicians,  nurses,  teach- 
ers or  leaders  among  their  people.  It  has  hospital,  temperance  and 
kindergarten  departments,  and  the  calls  for  these  lines  of  help  ai’e 
constant  and  imperative.  We  covet  the  names  of  all  Christian 
patriots  among  the  helpers  of  this  work.
